China  is  beyond  our  reach,  save  through  a  few  missionaries  whom  God  has  led  to  remain 
at  their  stations.  Communism  has  drawn  a  Bamboo  Curtain  around  the  five  hundred  million 
souls  there.  China  is  isolated. 

But  what  about  the  people  of  China?  Nt>w  that  Communist  armies  have  taken  over  the 
governmentItwhat  is  the  future  of  Christianity  in  China?  Having  struggled  through  twelve  long 
years  ef  war,  the  Chinese  have  begun  to  appreciate  spiritual  values.  Weary,  hearts  yearn  for 
comfort;  sin-sick  souls  cry  out  for  forgiveness.  An  earnest  preacher  will  find  eager  listeners 
when  he  proclaims  Christ.  In  one  year,  in  a  gospel  hall  seating  only  seventy  people,  more  than 
a  thousand  penitents  found  salvation.  ^"^^■■fc^^^ 
f  For  the  present,  the  national  Christians  must  carry  on  without  outside  help,  with  little  or 
no  communication  with  other  Christians.  The  Communists  have  isolated  China  from  human  ai<§ 
and  fellowship.  But  no  power  of  Satan  can  isolate  China  from  God.  Not  even  the  Communists 
can  bar  Christ  from  His  people.  In  Isaiah  52:15  we  read,  "So  shall  he  sprinkle  many  nations/' 
He  has  sprinkled  China.  Missionaries  are  forbidden  entrance,  but  even  the  Prince  of  the  Power 
of  the  Air  cannot  proclaim  an  ordinance  against  the  blood:  it  was  shed  from  the  Cross  of 
Calvary  nineteen  hundred  years  ago  and  its  power  is  effectual  today,  in  passing  every  parrier 
the  Enemy  may  or  can  erect. 

What  part  can  we  have  in  the  present  and  the  future  of  China?  As  members  of  the  Body 
of  Christ,  as  a  part  of  the  Church,  what  is  our  place?  First  of  all,  we  can  pray.  Prayer  is  our 
right,  our  privilege  and  our  responsibility.  While  here  in  Bible  School,  in  training,  we  cannot 
go  to  China,  even  were  the  door  open.  Not  many  of  us  can  give,  and  none  of  us  much.  But 
we  can  all  pray.  *We  must  jjray  that  the  hunger  in  the  hearts  of  the  Chinese  may  increase  until 
nationwide  repentance  makes  it  possible  for  God  to  lift  the  awful  judgment  now  being  inflicted 
upon  the  land.  We  must  pray  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  that  fie  will  thrust  forth  national 
laborers  into  the  whitened  harvest  field  of  China.  We  must  remember  the  few  missionaries  yet 
on  that  field,  and  we  must  pray  for  courage  that  will  not  fail  when  some  discouraging  report 
is  heard. 

The  child  of  God  who  does  not  pray  hinders  the  plan  of  Gad;  shall  we,  whom  He  has 
called,  tie  our  Father's  hands  by  so  failing? 

"Ask  of  me,  and  I  will  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth  for  thy  possession,"  is  the  promise  of  God.  Irtithe  name  of  Christ,  and  for  His 
glory,  we  claim  this  promise  in  behalf  of  China.

As  a  result  of  such  tragic  conditions,  Communism  has  taken  control  and  has  used 
every  means  at  its  disposal  to  keep  the  Gospel  from  the  people  and  to  turn  believers  against 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Christians  are  promised  wealth  and  prosperity  if  they  submit  to  the 
rule  of  the  government  and  renounce  Christ.  For  those  who  refuse,  there  is  imprisonment 
and  persecution.  It  is  only  with  the  help  and  grace  of  God  that  the  true  believerg  have 
remained  firm  in  their  convictions,  though  for  many  their  faithfulness  has  meant  even  Heath. 

Where  fear  is  instilled  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  there  darkness  and  superstition,  prevail 
as  in  dark  Africa  and*  China.  Although  Europe  is  a  mission  field  with  great  possibilities,  very 
few  missionaries  are  laboring  there.

European  workers  are  depending  upon  this  backing;  and  though  we  may  not  be  able  to  go, 
we  can  pray.
